Direct Mail Will Sell Your Rides 


Safeway Trailway’s effective, low-cost circularizing program shows what remarkable 


results can be gained with: A Telephone Book; A Trailways Map: A Touch of Psychology

Old idea, New Twist ¢ Back in 1946 an enterprising 
young passenger agent named Don Browning, then bear 
ing down on getting more New York to Washington 
business, got the idea of spreading circulars around on 
the Safeway service. The idea wasn't new, of course, but 
Browning got good mileage from it. Simply prepared, the 
circulars merely gave one-way and round-trip fares on 
the front, carried a Trailways map on 
the back. These were distributed 
through commission agents in drug 
and stationery stores, strung up in 
barber shops, placed in other gather 
ing plac es. Commission agents, in pat 
ticular, cooperated wholeheartedly, 
since the circulars gave them free 
advertising. 

The circulars got around, with no 
ticeable effect. So much so that 
Browning figured it might be worth 
while to give them further distribu 
tion by mail. Marvin E. Walsh, gen 
eral manager of Safeway Trailways 
saw the possibilities, okayed the plan 
and put it in motion.

Other Carriers Interested ¢ All in all, a pretty solid 
endorsement of the direct mail device. It has been so 
impressive, in fact, that railroads have inquired to check 
on the methods used, and some competing bus companies 
have made no bones about watching the campaign and 
regularly asking about results. As for its general ap- 
plication, Walsh believes it could be a waste of money 
in a small town, the kind of community in which people 
know everything about local service anyway. However. 
in cities of 50,000 to 100,000 population and over, he 
things launching such a program is a sound move for 
such a company. 

In doing so, though, a company should bear in mind 
the importance of mailing dates. Walsh and Browning 
have found, rather surprisingly, that mailing after holi- 
days, rather than before, is the best procedure because 
(1) people are at home to read the circulars and (2) 
they have the time to read them. Accordingly, Safeway 
does most of its mailing in February, March, September 
and October. From mid-November to January, it genet 
ally lays off because of the heavy holiday season. 

Don Browning, now assistant traffic manager, assists 
Walsh with the supervision and planning of the com 
pany s direct mail program and, with considerable rea 
son, they are both enthusiastic about it. As Walsh sees it, 
it boils down to this: 

“WE THINK you've got to let people know where 
you're going.

Brake Overhaul 
Procedures 





This is the second of three articles dealing 
with brake standardization procedures which 
have been developed with the object of pro- 
viding better and safer braking, increasing 
the life of brake linings and drums and re- 
ducing noise. The first article appeared in the 
February issue. The recommendations out- 
lined here were drawn up by R. H. Moore,

Overhauling the Brake Chamber 


Good balancing of brake chambers is obtainable only 
when these units are in top mechanical condition—an 
objective which readily can be gained by proper over 
haul and maintenance procedure. We all know that 
brake chambers convert the energy of compressed att 
into mechanical force necessary to apply the brakes. In 
order to meet requirements for different braking forces, 
brake chambers must be accurately balanced to derive 
maximum eficiency in a brake system. The importance 
of brake chambers cannot be minimized since they 
serve as prime movers upon which the braking system 
depends 


A recommended procedure e All| units must be 
cleaned thoroughly in a suitable solvent and then in 
sper ted for damage or wear 

Inspect push rods replacing bent or distorted rods 
with units 

Examine push rod springs and if broken, corroded ot 
damaged in any way install new ones. 

Fest brake chamber springs for free height, number 
of coils and compression with spring tester. Replac e all 
defective springs 





Paint all push rods springs with a suitable cor 
rosion inhibitor 

Replace rubber ) t they have deteriorated or

In installations I ive seal washers instead of 
rubber boots, the ire plate should be drilled 
to permit water dr ge.

All brake chamber flange bolts must be tightened 
evenly and only sufficiently to insure an air tight seal. 
Excessive tightening will reduce flexibility of diaphragm 
at mounting flanges on inside of chamber. 

When mounting brake chambers see that the push rod 
is in line with the eye the stack adjuster lever so that 
the push rod moves freel und does not rub or bind 
against the push rod in the non-pressure plate. 

All new diaphragms should be rotated in the store- 
room with existent stocks to eliminate possibility of de 
terioration of rubber. The age of a diaphragm may be 
identified by a number ircle in the center of the 
pressure side of the diaphragm. The larger the number

Any perceptible lost mo- 
tion will result in excessive push rod travel. 
Overhauled slack adjusters should be filled with ball 
bearing grease with hand gun until unit is completely 
filled. A plug should then be installed in place of the zerk 


fitting. Slack adjusters should be relubricated at every 


fourth inspection (24,000 miles). 

When installing slack adjusters on camshafts, adjust 
spacing washers to permit 0.010 in. end play in camshaft 
Closer tolerance may result in camshaft binding in serv 
ice. The units should be centered on camshafts to insure 
alignment of slack adjuster with brake chamber push 
rod 

The same type slack adjusters should be installed on 
any one axle, New style or type fifteen has a twelve 
point adjustment, whereas the old style has a six point 
adjustment. This difference in adjustment will result in 
uneven push rod travel by as much as 44 in. on initial 
adjustment 

When replacing a defective slack adjuster, be sure it 
is of the same type, and the lever arm length is the same 
as the opposite side. Any variation in lever lengths will 
effect braking performance and tire life. 

Before adjusting new style (type fifteen) slack ad 
juster, make certain locking sleeve is held in far enough 
to clear hex head end of worm shaft. Never use a wrench 
on the sleeve portion. After adjustment, be sure locking 
sleeve is returned to locked position. 

Adjust slack adjuster on coach so that push rod 
travel will be the same on all four wheels. This is im- 
perative to gain overall efficiency; proper travel is 4 
in. 


Balancing of Brake Shoe Return Springs 

One of the most important factors to consider in brake 
balancing is the relationship of the brake shoe spring 
to the brake chamber pressures required to expand the 
shoes against the drum. The best braking performance 
can be obtained only when the strength of these springs 
is within recommended specifications. The importance 
of the balancing of brake shoe springs cannot be over 
emphasized when it is known that the range at which 
the brake shoe spring forces are most critical are dur 
ing service stops and when brake chamber pressures are 
between 15 and 25 lb. Rigid adherence to these stand- 
ards will result in overall economy and better brake per- 
formane e. 


Spring balancing procedure e All new springs re 
ceived from the manufacturers should be balanced with 
spring scale prior to installation on coaches. 

Old springs should be removed, critically inspected 
and balanced prior to reinstallation. Old springs definite 
ly should not be mated with new springs. 

Balanced springs must be installed in complete sets 
in order to insure even distribution of braking forces. 
For example, on rear axles, two springs are used on 
each side. A total of four springs per rear axie. All four 
springs must be balanced, so that they have the same 
free length and forces necessary to stretch the spring 
a given length. 

Brake shoe eyes should not be deformed or changed 
in any way, since changes in spring design will effect 
spring performance. 

Brake shoe springs can be installed by placing springs 
in proper location and levering shoes over cam or by 
using a special installing tool. Bars must not be used 
for removal or installation of springs. Individual springs 
of the proper type may be installed in lieu of a complete 
set when a missing or broken spring is found.

A Transit Man Speaks Up 


Giving active support to the ATA Public Information 


Program, H. L. Bollum, former president of ATA, dis- 


cussed some of transit’s problems before the Massa- 


chusetts Recess Commission on Local Transit Companies.

volume steadily shrinking from year 
to year under the impact of the pri- 
vate motor car competition in greater 
and greater intensity, it has resulted 
in a_ steadily deteriorating credit 
position. 

It is pertinent here also to point 
out the low earning power ratio of 
the transit industry in comparison 
with a manufacturing business such 
as General Motors. With an 


ment of about $1.5 billion, its annual 


invest- 


net sales in recent years have averaged 
about 250 per cent of its investment. 
On Dec. 31, 1950, total investment in 
the transit industry was $3.9 billion. 
while operating revenue for that year 
totaled $1.45 billion, or 36 per cent 
of investment. 


High Labor Costs 


Perhaps the most disturbing situa 
tion which has confronted the man 
agements of transit properties in 
recent years, while costs of all kinds 
have been skyrocketing, has been the 
difficulty in getting prompt and ade- 
quate fare relief. 

A realistic recognition of the need 
for synchronizing wage and fare ad- 
justments is sorely needed. The prin- 
cipal cost item in the transit industry 
always has been labor. More than 60 
per cent of our annual costs now 
goes for payrolls. This closely par- 
allels the national figure. In

utility industries, except for 
the 
ratio is somewhat higher, labor costs 


the telephone industry, where 
average no more than 25 per cent. 

Springfield Street Railway's ex- 
perience in this field undoubtedly is 
typical throughout our industry. In 


1940 with a driver's hourly rate of 
73 cents, the company paid out $453, 
998 for the operation of 522,296 
vehicle hours making a vehicle-hour 
wage of 87 cents.

The American 
Transit Association, representing 85 
per cent of the industry, maintains a 
transit traffic index. The average level 
of trafhe in the years 1936-1940 is 
taken as 100. Keep in mind the popu 
lation has increased from 131 million 
to 150 million in the past decade. 

At the end of 1946, the ATA index 
figure stood at 173. At the end of 
1951, this figure has declined to 119

@ GLAMORIZING SAFETY is a good way to get a program 
under way and make everyone safety conscious. But 
keeping it going year after year takes a lot of constant 
work if a low accident record is to be maintained. 





And that is the way Savannah Transit Company is 
operating its safety program and doing an outstanding 
job of it. “Safety is My Business” is a daily rule for 
everyone in the company, and that goes for shop per 
sonnel as well, for,they too have their own safety pro 
gram 

Savannah has accomplished its low accident record 
mainly through its safety teams and the competition 
for monthly prizes. Team captains keep the program 
moving at high speed. It is an everyday job, but it has 
worked and paid off in one of the lowest accident ex 
penditures in the industry. 


Less. Lighter Accidents 


Since 1948 the cost of accident claims has been cut 
a good 50 per cent.

One day a member of the winning straw hat team 
was assigned as extra on a school run.

When 
they were told that the straw hat was a prize for winning 
the driver safety contest, students gave school cheer 

Regular passengers were curious about the straw hat 
when it first appeared. But it has become the talk of the 
town and now is an annual event, a leadoff of the spring 
season changeover in headgear. Winning operators wear 
the hat while driving for two days. 

Looking at the year-to-year safety record of Savan 
nah Transit it is difficult to point to any sudden drop 
in number of accidents. But one is impressed with the 
continuous low accident rate. This is especially true in 
a city of nearly 120,000 population in 15.3 square miles 
dotted with numerous parks, 

Big help in keeping interest high is the attractively 
displayed permanent safety record of each operator, a 
source of constant comparison. These records run as 
much as six years and show just when each accident 
occurred. They allow for study of seasonal trends in 
accidents, important as a factor in exercising especial 
care. 

Important as a safety reminder is the large scoreboard 
with its moveable pegs to show the team safety stand 
ing. Green pegs in the first position mean an accident 
free record. If an accident occurs the green peg is re- 
placed by an orange one and moved to the middle posi 
tion. Two accidents for the team means a red peg and 
more than two accidents the red peg is moved to the 
“bull pen” position. 

Public interest in the company’s safety record is 
maintained through a safety flag which flies from the 
top of the headquarter’s building during an accident- 


free day. There is alwavs comment from passengers on 
buses passing the headquarters on the safety flag. 


Savannah Transit says that it does not consider its 
safety program glamorous but a look at its safety record 
shows that the trimmings it adds to its program has paid 
off in many ways. Everyone has truly made safety “my 
business.”

This was not a quiz, as such, but it has the same appeal 
in that it poses one overall question perplexing riders, 
then gives one complete, concise answer. The question 
intrigued the rider; the simple answer, without being 
ponderous or complaining, probably satisfied him and 
put the company in a friendly light 

It is a good instance of how a sometimes ticklish sub- 
ject can be put across to the public, and public support 
gained at the same time. It also shows how important it 
is to put real thought and effort into the preparation of 
take ones, and how down-to-earth questions and answers 
can help sell a company to its riders

A Howjadoit From Ceylon 


FROM THE OTHER SIDE of 1 earth. in far off Ceylon 
comes a Howjadoit tted by Reginald L. De Silva, 
general manager, Auto A nbly & Sales-Service Corp., 
motor and diesel engine ind dealers in motor spares, 
used cars and trucks. Mr. I Silva writes as follows in 
describing a method ibricating the upper cylinders 

‘I am an interest er of Bus TRANSPORTATION 
and am sending a usefu brainwave” of mine which I 
hope also will be u 1] t ther automotive brethren 
all over the globe w e interested readers of your 
publication.” 

“My idea has to d t n upper cylinder lubricator 
which comes into pla tomatically at a time when it 
is most needed. Some vehicle owners and drivers may 
question the need for the advantages of top cylin- 
der lubrication but in 1 opinion it has genuine merit.” 

“The elements which make up the lubricator com- 
prise an electric fue imp similar to the truck type 
Autopulse, copper fue ne, a flexible fuel line, a starter 
type push switch, a pint capacity can or container and 
electric wire. The lower part of the air-cleaner barrel 
is drilled and tapped at a point just above the slotted 
end which fits over the carburetor intake throat, to 
take threaded end of flexible tubing as shown at “A” 


A fine nipple (spray gun type) is soldered securely 
to one end of the flexible line at “B” in sketch while 
the other end of the flexible line is connected to the 
electric fuel pump “D” by the copper fuel line “E.” 
Then the intake of the fuel pump is connected by copper 
tubing “F” to the pint capacity can “G" which is the 
container for the upper cylinder lubricating oil.” 

‘The push type starter switch which operated the 
unit is mounted on the floor board underneath the 
accelerator pedal in such a manner that the switch 
operates only when the accelerator pedal is fully de- 
pressed such as under full load condition or when 
climbing a steep hill. The switch is wired with one con- 
nection extending to the electric pump and the other 
to the ammeter.” 

When the accelerator is fully depressed as when the 
engine is started, a fine jet of upper cylinder lubricant 
is injected into the carburetor air stream and thence 
into the engine. The lubricant is thoroughly vaporized 
by the swirling action and starts doing its good work 
immediately. I hope the idea described here proves 
acceptable to readers, and in due course I hope to 
submit other ideas that have helped us keep our equip- 
ment in service.

ACTION IN NEW JERSEY 

Just across the Delaware on Jan 
$1. 1952. the Governor of New 
Jersey ordered state seizure of 
Public Service Coordinated Trans 
port to forestall a strike. Within 
less than a week, the state adminis 
trator, acting as an arbitrator. 
awarded a 9-cent per hour gen 
eral increase as of Feb. 1: an addi 
tional 8 cents per hour effective 
upon reduction of workweek on or 
before June 19, 1952: and a cost 
of-living escalator. 

\ year previously, the Governor 
had also seized the property to end 
a short-lived strike, and within a 
couple of days thereafter an 11 
cent’ per hour across-the-board 
wage increase was made effective 
as of Feb. 1, 1951. This 1951 wage 
increase exceeded the 10 per cent 
Wage Stabilization formula, and 
under the law WSB approval of 
the excess portion was required 
before it could be paid 

Under the thin fiction that state 
seizure gave Public Service Co 
ordinated employees the same sta 
tus as persons employed by state 
and local governments, the 195] 
wage increase was paid without 
WSB approval thereof. Wages and 
salaries of government employees 
increased without WSB 
authorization; but it is specifically 


declared in GWR No. 4 that state 


may be 


and local authorities “are expected 
to conform to the national wage 
stabilization policy” and the “Gen 
eral Regulations” of WSB 

The 1952 wage settlement, like 
its 1951 counterpart, exceeds the 
allowable under 
GWR Nos. 6 and 8, so that under 
the law, WSB approval would be 


required before the excess portion 


ware Increase 


could actually be paid. Once again 
the fiction of state seizure appar 
ently is to be employed to sidestep 
the necessity of WSB approval of 


the wage settlement 


EFFECT OF RAISES 

The effect of these two wage in 
creases is to raise the top opera 
tors hourly rate from $1.59 to 
$1.87 for some 4,500 drivers, plus 
potential cost-of-living escalator 
increases in the future. The Jan 
uary, 1950, hourly rate for these 
drivers was $1.52), so that under 
Wage Stabilization, their aggre 
gate wage increases total 34.5 cents 
per hour. Interestingly enough, 
during the period since January 
1950, the Neibauer Bus drivers 
have received wage increases total 
ing 12 cents, bringing the opera 
tors top rate to $1.37 per hour 

One may be permitted to specu 
late on whether the fiction of state 
seizure carries with it in New 
Jersey not only exemption from 
stabilization regulations but also 
the tax immunities generally en 
joved by state agencies. One may 
also spec ulate upon the purpose 
of that part of GWR 4, governing 
increases to state and municipal 
employees, which provides that 
WSB “reserves the right to review

those now planned for 1955 would be higher than 
those of 1950, which, at that time, were second 
highest in our history 

If these plans are carried out we shall have an 
essential element of continuing prosperity. Sus- 
tained expenditures for capital expansion and 
betterment account directly for a large share of our 
‘ ployment and consumer income. Moreover, 
consistent modernization of industrial plant raises 
production efficiency and brings more and better 

ids and services within reach of more consumers 
It is not to be expected, of course, that we can 
come down from the peak of the defense boom 
without readjustments in some sectors of business 
But if capital expenditures by business are carried 
out on the scale now planned, we shall be able to 
take any necessary readjustments in our stride, 
and continue to increase our industrial strength. 

From V-J Day to the end of this year, manu- 
facturing industries will have spent over $60 
billion for new industrial plant and equipment. 
This is more than the value of all the plant and 
equipment these industries had on their books at 
the end of World War II. It is this heavy outlay 
that causes some, assuming most postwar plans 
for industrial expansion and modernization will 
be completed, to fear a collapse of capital ex- 


penditure. 


Plans to Go Ahead 


But American industry still has plans to go right 


ahead expanding and improving its facilities. This 
was the most striking single finding of this year’s 
urvey.* It disclosed also that after 1952: 


83 per cent of the companies answering the 
survey are planning substantial further mod- 
ernization 


48 per cent will need more capacity to make 
their present products. 


33 per cent plan additional capacity to make 
new products. 


It cannot be too strongly emphasized, however, 
that these plans represent what American industry 
wants to do. They are a concrete expression of 
hope and aspiration. As such they are extremely 
important, for they dispose of the idea that busi- 
ness considers the job of expanding and improving 
its facilities as finished, or anywhere near finished. 

But the plans carry no guarantee of accomplish- 
ment. If they are to be realized, business must have 


the funds to carry them out. There is no assurance 
that the money will be available if the present level 
of corporation taxes is continued. Eight out of ten 
companies, according to the McGraw-Hill survey, 
will rely entirely on profits and reserves to finance 
their 1953-55 programs. So, in calculating their pro- 
grams for these years, the companies were asked 
to assume relief from “excess profits” taxation. 

Federal taxes now take at least 52 per cent of a 
corporation's profits, and 82 per cent of any profits 
in the so-called “excess profits” bracket. Despite 
this drain on their funds, companies are able to 
finance their 1952 programs because (1) they are 
borrowing heavily, and (2) many of them are get- 
ting government loans or special tax concessions 
on new facilities installed for defense purposes. But 
these are emergency aids. 


Only Two Ways 


When the present defense program tapers off, 
there will be only two ways by which business can 
possibly increase its principal source of funds for 
new plant and equipment. One way is to make 
more profits before the tax collector takes his cut. 
And the only way many companies, already oper- 
ating at capacity and high efficiency, can do that 
quickly is by raising their prices. That is an un- 
popular method. Also, with the return to more 
competitive markets, it might be self-defeating. 

The other way is for the federal government to 
release its strangle hold on business profits. The 
so-called “excess profits” tax—the 82 per cent tax 
which is really a tax on business growth — should 
be repealed, effective January 1, 1953. And a cut 
in the basic tax of 52 per cent on all corporate 
profits should come not much later. That is by all 
odds the most important single step toward assur- 
ing that business plans already made for capital 
investment in 1953, 1954 and 1955 are carried out. 
It is the most important single step toward sus- 
taining our present prosperity. 

Through its plans for continued expansion and 
improvement of its facilities, American business 
clearly points the way to avoid the depression 
that so many have feared — and the Communists 
have so ardently hoped — would follow the peak 
of defense mobilization. It will be a tragedy for 
our country and for Americans in every walk of 
life if we do not insist that business get the chance 
to follow this wise and constructive course.
